American business is honeycombed with its 
own restraints of trade which make free en- 
terprise impossible, the author of The folklore 
of capitalism (Booxuist 34:139, D 15 37) 
claims. In a direct manner he shows the seri- 
ous cramping effects of monopolies and com- 
binations on the economic welfare of the 
country. He describes the work of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, noting its obvious inabili- 
ty to cope with widespread practices, but 
showing his present faith in it as a curb on 
outstanding infringements. Much can be 
done, he believes, by consumers themselves in 
a fight to restore competition. A thought-pro- 
voking book.

Introduction

ment of State. 


HERE is no more encouraging fac- 

tor in the progress of inter-Ameri- 

can relations than the widespread 
desire evident in all parts of the United 
States to know and understand our neigh- 
bors to the south. This interest springs in 
part from the impulse to become better 
acquainted with peoples, contact with 
whose life and culture will reward atten- 
tion and study. It stems also from recog- 
nition of the fact that the future welfare 
of the countries of this hemisphere de- 
pends largely on the degree to which they 
can work together in promoting common 
interests. 

The American states have recently made 
important advances toward political and 
economic cooperation. But if such cooper- 
ation is to grow and yield its best fruits, 
it must be rooted in the soil of a deep and 
comprehensive understanding among the 
peoples of the Americas. They must know 
each other; their history and their tradi- 
tions, their scales of values, their finest 
achievements of mind and spirit—these 
must be shared in common. 

For the reciprocal flow of information 
and inspiration, no channel is more sig- 
nificant than the printed word. Those per- 
sons in the United States in a position to 
gauge the public mind, such as librarians, 
are aware of a growing interest among 
readers in the life, customs, literature, 
and history of the people in our sister re- 
publics. Such interest, however, needs to 
be charted and guided, for otherwise it 
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may be confused and baffled by the in- 
creasing number of publications which 
seek to explain the New World to itself. 

This list is one attempt to provide such 
guidance for individual readers, for 
classes and clubs, and especially for the 
small or medium-sized library which is 
anxious to acquire a selected or well- 
rounded collection of popular, readable 
books on the other American republics. 

I must say that the Department of State 
has had no part in the preparation of this 
list. It has been drafted by Miss Betty 
Adler of the History and Biography De- 
partment of the Enoch Pratt Free Library 
of Baltimore at the request of the Com- 
mittee on Library Cooperation with Latin 
America of the American Library Asso- 
ciation. The list does not pretend to be 
final or definitive. The titles included 
have proved their acceptability and read- 
ability through actual use by the general 
public. All titles mentioned were reported, 
by the 1939 edition of the Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual, to be in print. Un- 
doubtedly the names of many good works 
have been omitted, and it is to be hoped 
that future lists will explore the field from 
other points of view. 

Those who have made this list possible 
will consider their efforts well repaid if it 
proves a useful tool to the many who 
through growth of their own knowledge 
will make individual contributions to bet- 
ter understanding among the peoples of 
this hemisphere.
